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"What  is  radio?  It  is  a  wonder  that  has  become  a  wearisome  habit.  It  began 
as  a  touch  with  a  man  far  away,  became  a  theater,  reporter,  melody,  or  friend 
in  our  homes.  Then  it  grew  shrill,  harassing  us  with  messages  and  drugging  us 
with  sound.  It  came  to  assume  that  the  newest  is  always  best,  that  the  latest 
is  always  urgent,  and  that  silence  is  always  unbearable.  It  forgets  that  when 
people  speak  together  the  definitions  of  the  words  are  not  the  only  meanings, 
and  the  insistences  of  the  speaker  not  the  only  truth. 

"It  has  been  a  long  road  from  the  house  of  my  unschooled  grandmother, 
who  never  dreamed  she  would  one  day  have  music  during  dinner,  to  the  home 
with  a  twenty-column  schedule  of  record  broadcasts,  which  tend  to  deny  that 
music  is  really  a  human  event. 

"We  cannot  boast  what  we  will  do  to  keep  radio  meaningful;  we  can  only 
promise  how  hard  we  will  try.  We  will  encourage  real  people  to  put  their  real 
selves  and  interests  on  the  air.  Even  though  he  may  make  an  occasional  error, 
it  is  the  complete  person  at  work  and  play  that  we  like  to  hear.  Certainly  if  any 
place  can  do  this,  we  can.  We  would  like,  if  possible,  never  to  shove  script  in 
anyone's  face  and  say:  Read  this.  Except  in  art,  this  command  demotes  man  to 
a  machine.  If  he  can  speak  for  us  at  all,  he  himsetf  can  decide  what  to  say. 

"We  hope  to  probe  through  the  cacophony  with  integrity,  restraint,  and  a 
wise  touch  of  humor.  We  would  like  to  emulate  the  stance  of  William  James:  'As 
for  me,  my  bed  is  made:  I  am  against  bigness  and  greatness  in  all  their  forms, 
and  for  the  invisible  molecular  forces  that  work  from  individual  to  individual 
stealing  in  through  the  crannies  of  the  world  like  so  many  soft  rootlets,  or  like 
the  capillary  oozing  of  water,  and  yet  rending  the  hardest  monuments  of  man's 
pride  if  you  give  them  time.  .  .  .' "
